I have heard 
some huntets say that they enjoy 
Skeet nearly as much as actual field 
shooting, and to a certain extent it has 
its advantages—it can be shot in all 
kinds of weather and at all times of 
the ear. 
he type of gun is a matter of 
individual taste and preference. The 
same applies to length of barrel and 
how it is bored. Once a gun lover 
tries Skeet, he soon gets bitten with 
the ‘Skeet bug’, and om then on he 
will acquire more knowledge about 
shooting, pointing and lead of birds 
in a short while than he would learn 
othe rwise in half a lifetime.
